_ The Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association has further enlarged 
its representative character by electing the Acting Chief Rabbi one of 
its Vice-Presidents. The accession of the Rey. Dr. Adler to the 
Council is obviously of advantage to the Association. There is one circum- 
stance about his election, which indicates, if such indication were needed, 
the growing strength of union in the community. The President, Sir 
Julian Golismid, proposed and Sir John Simon seconded his election on 
Sunday last, as they did his nomination at the previous monthly meeting. 
The Council now includes the spiritual heads of the three sections of the 
community, Professor Marks and Dr. Gaster being already members of the 
Council. ‘The desire on the part of the proposer and seconder, unanimously 
pproved by the Council, that Dr. Adler should be received with the special 
compliment of entering the Council as a Vice-President is a mark of the 
800d feeling which prompted it, shewing the due appreciation of the fact 
that he is the Acting Chief Rabbi of the major portion of the English Jews. 

€ recognition of this fact, by such prominent members of the Berkeley 


Street Congregation as Sir Julian Goldsmid and Sir John Simon, is alto- 
gether satisfactory.

latter days it has been the scene of many memorable events in the political 
and municipal history of the London Jewry. The first Jewish M.P. was 
there declared elected, three Jewish Lord Mayors have “raled the roast’ in 
its precincts, its library has been largely indebted to Jewish donors. Bat 
in earlier days Guildhall saw another sight. Just before the expuls‘on of 
the English Jews in 1290, there was a general incarceration of them all 
over the Kingdom. There are still extant Hebrew inscriptions which Ashe: 
of Winchester carved on the prison walls on this occasion. And in the 
British Musewm there is a previously inedited item which informs us of 
the date and place of the imprisonment of the London Jews in that year: 
“In this year on the Festival of the Conception of the Blessed Virgin all 
the Jews of London were taken and imprisoned in the (iuildhall.” ‘Truly, 
Time brings round his revenges ! 

In the eloquent reply which Cardinal Manning accorded to the Jewish 
deputation that waited on him last week, there occurred among other notable 
passages this impressive utterance :—** As the world grows in mass, it grows 
in malice ; and if our forecasts are true, I might even say—forasmucl: as 
what is foretold is certain—the warfare of the world against all who believe 
in God will grow and spread in power, for its final conflict and its tinal des- 
traction.” Doubtless, His Eminence was referring to the eschatological 
views which at times have prevailed among Jews and Christians alike, beiag 
based on certain mystical passages in the Old and New Testaments. Chief 
among these passages is the prophecy against Gog and Magog in the 38th 
and 3‘th chapters of Ezekiel, which describes the retribution that one day will 
overtake these nations for their opposition to God's kingdom. The closing 
chapters of Zechariah contain visions of a similar import. So also does the 
book of Daniel, now supposed as of Maccabean origin. The Ilth and 
12th chapters foretell ** a time oi trouble such as never was since there was a 
nation ” which will be brought about by the inipieties of a king who * shall 
spesk marvellous things against the Giod of gods.” Ont of the apocalyptic 
visions set forth in these books, and aprocryphal works like Enoch and the 
second Esdras, the apostle John constructed his picture of Antichrist in the 
2nd chapter of his first epistle and in the 1th and 20th chapters of Revela- 
tion, both of which works embody expansions of Messianic ideas that were 
current among Jews of his day. ‘The connection between Revelation and 
Ezekiel shows itself in verses 7 and & of chapter 20 of the former book :-— 
“ And when the thousand years are finished, Satan shall be loosed out of his 
prison, and shall come forth to deceive the nations that are in the four corners 
of the earth, Gog and Magog, to gather them together to the war, the number 
of whom is as the sand of the sea.” 


— 


The Antichrist of the New Testament, being of Jewish origin, reappear 
in the Armillus of Rabbinical literature. The name * Armillus” is either 
the same as Romulus, the pagan empire of Rome being regarded as Israel's 
arch-enemy, or stands for the Persian Aramainyas or Ahriman, the personifica- 
tion of evil. It was believed that after the destruction of Gog and Magog, 
foretold in Ezekiel xxxviii, the Messiah, the son of Joseph, would make his 
appearance, and, having gathered Israel from every country, would conduct 
them to Jerusalem, rebuild the temple, and establish his kingdom. To thwart 
this Messianic work, the son of Satan, Armillus, arises,. Giving himself out 
as the true Messiah, and being acknowledged by the gentiles, he sets himself 
at their head to fight against Israel. A fearful conflict takes place, in which 
The Israelites disperse and flee into the 
wilderness, where for 45 days they are without food or drink, Then they 
find Messiah the son of David, who has been hidden from them so long in 
consequence of their sins. He assembles them for a second battle, fights 
against Armillus and kills him, and re-establishes the kingdom of Israel in a 
new Jerusalem. Such is the form which the legend of Antichrist takes in 
Rabbinical literature. Probably, it took its rise in the historical fact of the 
insurrection of Bar-Cocheba, who figures as the Messiah, son of Joseph, much 
in the same way as the apocalyptic visions of Daniel are probably as the out- 
come of the persecution of his Jewish subjects by Antiochus Epiphanes.

Nothiag could have been more appropriste to the occasion than the 
speech in which Dr. Adler addressed Cardinal Manning, and foremost among 
its many felicitous phrases was the instructive allusion it contained to the 
popes who at various times have exhibited a humane attitude to the Jews. 
Dr. Adler referred to Popes Benedict XII., Gregory X., Clement VI., and 
VII., and Clement XTV. The list could easily have been enlarged. The 
papal policy towards us has been more tolerant than is popularly supposed, 
and as a matter of fact, Jews have sufiered less persecution in Rome thau 
in most continental cities. Now and again they would incur the hatred of 
an Innocent II1., who fulminated against them most absurd calumnies, 
couched in language designed to inflame the worst passions of a brutalized 
mob. But many of the pontiffs strove to clear the Jews from such imputa- 
tions, and often succeeded in extending to them their powerful protection. 
The very antithesis of Innocent III[., in his dealings with the Jews, was 
Innocent 1V. He issued a bull in their favour, which is one of the most 
remarkable specimens of enlightened generosity that medieval history can 
furnish. Its object was to refute the charge of the use of blood in the 
Passover rites. Here is an extract of the document :— 

“Christians believe, that Jewish Law prescribes such a custom, while 
the Law enacts very the contrary. Indeed, if they happen to have found a corpse, 
they saddle the Jews with it, and,on the strength of such and other fabrications, 
they rage against the Jews, and rub them of their goods. In contravention of the 
privileges graciously granted them from the Apostolic chair, and in defiance of God 
and justice, they oppress, torture and punish the Jews, and even drive them to death, 
so that while living under Christian princes, the Jews are in a worse condition than 
were their forefathers in Egypt under Pharaoh. They are forced to forsake the 
land in which their fathers have dwelt time out of memory. lIoasmuch as we wish 
to know that they are not tormented, we command you to show yourselves friendly 
and favourable to them. Where you observe unjust attacks on them, put an end to 
them, and do not permit such cruelties to be inflicted in future. Oppressors of the 
Jews shall be visited with the ban of the Church.”

NISHNI-NOVGOROD, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Siz.— When I wrote of two messengers dispatched, apparently by Provr 
dence to His Majesty, the Czar of Russia, | little thought that they will short! 
be followed up by a third. They seem, however, to follow in succession with 
lightning rapidity. As in Job, a new messenger arrives while the first one is 
still speaking, 

First, there was the Congress of flour-mill owners at Odessa, then the stag- 
nation of trade at manufacturing Pavlovo. Now it is Nishni-Novgorod, the 
locality of the famous World-Fair. He who has visited its annual fair, that 
lasts from July to September, embracing a period of nearly two months, cm 
ample occasion of witnessing there a Pad manont oo of both Russian wealth 
and Russian vice. The. cream of Moscow's commercial world is doing there a 
rattling trade during the day while plunging into the very depths of vice during 
nocturnal hours in the orgies of the Russian Traktir which meaning a tavern 
virtually represents an inn, a public-house, a tea-house, a music-hall,and a house 
of ill-fame, all in one. The better the trade realised in daytime, the more vicious 
are the adventures of the following night. . .. I have often been shown there 
heads of well-known Russian wealthy firms returning from their nocturnal 
exploits in broad daylight and literally rolling in the gutter, Wives are often 
telegraphed for by a “friendly hand” to run down to the Fair in order to 
* shadow” those whom they married “for better, for worse,” The explanation 
they obtain from their sobered husbands is very characteristic and has become 


quite a byword with the Russians: “Never mind, deary, Fair-affairs, you 
know.” 
Strange to say, the prosperous Moscow merchant, warehouseman, and 


manufacturer overlooked the important fact that it is the Jew, the “scurvy 
Jew’ as they are pleased to call him, who is the foundation of their prosperity, 
They appear to be quite ignorant of the fact that it is the Jew who visits this 
Fair that creates the demand which causes high prices, which means more profits. 
That they did not know it is proved by the fact that it was exactly the com- 
mercial representatives of Moscow and Nishni-Novgorod that caused the govern- 
ment to issue new regulations with reference to Jewish arrivals at the Fair. And 
what was the result of these new restrictions ? Simply this, that the results of 
the last Fair were far from satisfactory, and to use the language of the Kazan 
Exchange Gazette : “ Little was sold even at a sacrifice, and therefore a good 
many articles obtained no sale or were sold ata loss..... What was telling 
on the bad returns of the Fair was the falling off of Jewish arrivals 
from the Western counties caused by new restrictive regulations with regard to 
the sojourn of Jews at the Fair, regulations that deprive business men of most of 
their time thus depriving them of the benefits derived from visiting the Fair.” 

The Voskhod, with all the carefulness required by a paper edited by Jews 
for Jews, cannot help remarking that ‘“ our” Moscow and Nishni-Novgorod 
“ nonourables” have administered to themselves a sound thrashing. 

Yes, Sir, this is another Finger of God and one more efficacious than any 
amount of diplomatic interference in which as far as the Russian Government 
is concerned, I, as you well know, do not believe. The commercial world of 
W hite-walled Moscow have gone even further than would an Ignatieff. Before 
the then General became Minister of the Interior, he was, soon after the Russo- 
Turkish War, appointed Governor of Nishni-Novgorod. The sanitation of the 
Fair is due to him. Barracks were erected at his initiative, offering night shelter 
to all who require it, without distinction of creed, Passports were not required 
at the Fair. In fact, Ignatieff did everything to facilitate business, I know a 
fact about Ignatieff which deserves to be saved from oblivion. A Russian 
tradesman, visiting one night a house of ill-fame, was robbed of a considerable 
sum of money. He complained to Ignatieff who at once repaired, accompanied 
by apatrol of Cazacks to the house. The suspected party denied the charge. 
“Cazack,” coolly commanded Ignatieff, “twenty-five” ! TheCazack administered the 
quantity of whips ordered, anda confession soon followed : the money had been given 
to the matron of the establishment. This worthy, too, denied the fact. “Cazack, 
dradzat pyat” ; commanded the general, but a confession this time followed beford 
even the whip was agitating the air The money was returned (it was already 
banked) and restored to the owner who, moved by a feeling of gratitnde towards 
the Governor, called to tender his thanks. Ignatieff inquired of his visitor whether he 
had a wife and family at home. The reply being in the affirmative, the general, 
in his usual cool manner, turning to the warrior at the door, said : “Cazack twenty- 
tive’! 

How far better for the Jews and for Russia at large would it have been 
if Ignatieff had remained Governor of Nishni-Novgorod instead of becoming the 
author of the “ May Laws”!

himself have developed a greater interest in the Jews of Whitechapel during 
the last three years of that period, but it is obvious that his pet remedy—thre 
Federation—has signally failed to provide some of the most essential advantages 
to the poor Jews, seeing that, after ample time for putting their houses of 
worship in order, many of them still remain in a state which unquestionably is 
unhealthy to those who frequent them. I am not one of those who held an 
opinion antagonistic to the idea of the Federation of the Minor Synagogues, and I 
therefore lament the more the almost barren record of good resulting there- 
from. I believe that if the work had been fearlessly taken in hand, and if a 
reasonable programme had been carried out, there was ample opportunity of 
influence for good ; but I am equally of opinion that the first official to be em- 
ployed 1s the Sanitary Inspector, and not a Chief Rabbi. 

Mr. Montagu then expresses his admiration of the resolution passed at the 
Conference, and describes it as “ the golden bridge of conciliation which would 
span the gulf that had arisen between Jews of the East and West End.” The 
question at once suggests itself as to who created the breach. The answer is not 
far to seek. It was simply the very action itself of the Federation of Syna- 
gogues, which set one class against the other owing to the isolation which that 
body sought, and the holding back by it from alliance or contact with the United 
Synagogue. 

Mr. Montagu asks that earnest men and women should go down to live in 
the East End, Ido not find that he himself proposes to abandon his country 
seat or town mansion in order to show an cxample such as he wishes ‘from the 
Chief Rabbi. Perhaps he will say that he rents a room at the Jewish Working 
Men’s Club whereat he resides during one or two nights in the course of the 
year ; but, if I mistake not, he has said that he uses this asa convenient place 
whereat to conduct necessary business in connection with his constituency ; more- 
over, it entitles him to a vote, which probably he does not record for his opponent. 

Again, he has constantly been an exponent of the necessity of doing 
whatever is possible to widen the circle of what he calls the Jewish Quarter ; 
yet now he proposes to perpetuate the limited area by placing the Chief Rabbi 
in its midst to induce people to remain resident in the district. He argues that 
had the late Chief Rabbi resigned in 1880, instead of having then only withdrawn 
from very active service, the newly elected Chief Rabbi would have been 
required to reside in the East End. This proposition is absurd, seeing that 
such a condition was never suggested to be imposed upon the Delegate Chief 
Rabbi, who, from the very essence of the office, could more reasonably have 
been so restricted than could a Chief Rabbi himself. 

Referring to correspondence on this subject which has appeared in your 
journal, Mr. Montagu remarked that “with one exception, all the corres mont lat 
who had written in favour of the Chief Rabbi continuing to reside in the West, 
were members of Dr. Adler's own congregation, the one exception being a 
member of the Berkeley Street Congregation, and he did not think it had gone 
so far yet that the Kast End Jews were to take the advice of a Reformer as to 
‘their future Chief Rabbi.” The first part of the remark I attribute simply to 
an evident continuance of his old feeling against the members of the Bayswater 
Synagogue for having, under the able leadership of my much lamented friend, Mr. 
Lionel L. Cohen, defeated him on the question of the enlargement of that syna- 
gogue ; but in addition, I feel that the implied imputation of motives comes most 
rk ghrp | from one to whom there will not be wanting some who will 
attribute his championship of the East End Jews to motives far different from 
those which he would himself acknowledge. But your correspondents do pot 
seem to have advocated that the residence should be in Bayswater, but, on the 
contrary, that itshould be in some central position from which the duties, which 
you in your leader of the 24th October described as cosmopolitan and not paro- 
chial, can be best performed. 

I cannot pass over the remark about accepting the advice of a Reformer, 
without pointing to its questionable good taste, and even to Mr. Montagu’s incon- 
sistency, when considered in conjunction with the fact that only a few months ago 
he was one of the leaders in the movement which had for its avowed object the 
comprehension of all Jews, including the Reformers, under one ecclesiastical 
Chief. 

Finally, Mr. Montagu attacks with an absence of all grace the personal 
question, He seems at least to accept that there is only one gentleman who can 
properly be called upon to fill the office of Chief Rabbi; and this makes the 
attack the harsher. He advocates that personal considerations should not be 
paramount instead of general welfare. All are agreed as to this, and the mode 
of his reference to it can only be construed as a hint that the reverend gentleman 
liimself, or through his friends, is striving to establish the contrary ; which is not 
the case. But this is not the worst, for Mr. Montagu is reported to have said that 
he advovated the residence in the East End because “the Chief Rabbi would of 
necessity have to perform the duties of his office in accordance with the _ religious 
tendencies of his surrounding flock” for “it would be manifestly impossible for 
a Reform Rabbi to reside in the Jewish quarter. His very life would be unsafe.” 
This remark, I maintain, is most unjust to the Jews of the East End, to whom 
Mr, Montagu owes not a little ; also is it grossly unbecoming as applied to the 
honoured divine whom he does not even deny to be eminently qualitied to fill the 
ottice of Ecclesiastical Chief, I fancy that Mr. Montagu must experience from 
time to time that a man’s religious opinions are influenced by those whom he 
wants at the moment to propitiate ; but this is not true of all men, and certainly 
no clergyman could, or would, be deemed fit to occupy the high position whose 
convictions were so flexible and whose earnestness was so open to doubt as Mr. 
Montagu describes.

CARDINAL MANNING. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir —The tribute of honour paid by the deputation of the Jews of the 
United Kingdom to Cardinal Manning was well deserved for the tolerant mind 
and ready sympathy which this high Prelate has always displayed and which he 
especially manifested in the years S81 and ‘82. I have preserved since that time 
a letter from His Eminence addressed to me, in which—as he has so often done— 
he shows his readiness and desire to succour suffering humanity, the outcome of 
which was—as I have every reason to suppose—that he was able to render very 
great service to our Jewish brethren, which I am sure has not yet gained pub- 
licity. The following is a copy of my letter to the Cardinal :— 


Great Synagogue Chambers, Manchester, 
Yocr EMINENCE, March 25th, 1882. 


I trust your Eminence will excuse the liberty which 1 take in addressing you on the 
subject of my unfortunate brethen in Poland. The approaching festival of Easter is 
looked forward to with great anxiety, from fear of a repetition of the outbreaks of popular 
violence which took place at Christmas last year. As minister of a Jewish congregation 
it is of course my dury to do my utmost to assist my brethren both by word and deed. 
The great tolerance of tbe Catholic Church as shown in the noble sympathy manifested by 
your Eminence and other high dignitaries for my suffering brethren emboldens me to 
express the hope that everything that lies in the power of the Church will be done to 
rescue my brethen from total destruction. It appears to me that if His Holiness the Pope 
would consent to issue a pastoral letter recémmending the clergy to advocate from the 
pulpit the protection of the Jews, this would be one of the surest means of warding off the 
calamities which, not without just reason, are so dreaded. Such a gracious and noble act 
of kindness and sympathy on the part of His Holiness would form a most striking proof 
of the tolerance and humanitarian sentiments of the Catholic Church as opposed to the 
deeds of the members of the Greek confession, and the church would only be following her 
old traditions in extending the egis of her protection over the Jewish people.

as then, with a dozen synagogues distributed all over the metropolis, and all ot 
them sprung from the City Synagogues, there was now only one Dayan to fill ihe 
duties of the distinguished men to whom he had referred. It was the wish andj 
feeling of the Honorary Officers that this should be changed, (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Lovis Davipson moved: “ That it be an instruction to the Executive 
Committee to consiier in connection with the appointment of an additional Dayan, 
the functions, powers and duties of the Ecclesiastical Board, and as to any changes 
therein that may be desirable within the limits of the United Synagogue Act and 
the Deed of Foundation and Trust.” Mr. Davidson said that, in view of the remark. 
able unanimity shown that evening by the Council that the question of the future 
Chief Rabbi should be left to the Executive Committee for cousideration, he woulu 
absolutely decline to bring forward anything which might have a conteatious effect, 
and disturb matters which must come unter the cogni-ance of the Execative Com. 
mittee. Tle was anxious that the Executive Committee should take in band, ooc: 
for all, the numerous questions which were agitating the Jewish community. He 
felt it wos a moderate request that the Executive Committee should be icstructed 
to consider certain points connected with these questions, and he believed it would 
best harmonise with the judicial spirit animating the Council if he did not enter 
into any explanations. Should it please the Council to pass bis instruction, be 
would feel that his object for the pr: sent had been attained. 

Mr. Noau Davis said that, having b-en to a large extent responsible for the 
recommendation of the honorary oflic-rs as to the appointment of an additiona; 
Dayan, he would second Mr. Davidson's instruction, A great deal of good mignc 
result from its adoption, and he could conceive no harm arising from it. It might 
tend to settle the entire question that had lately agitated the public mind. 

Mr. I. M. MARKS objected to the passiog of the instruction without the Council 
being previously enlightened as to its meaning. 

Mr. S. ALEXANDER prote-ted against the instruction having been sprung upon 
the Council without notice. 

The PRESIDENT pointed out that Mr. Davidson had only adopted the course 
followed in other assemblies with regard to instractions, and he assured the 
Council that there need be no fear on the subject of the instruction before te 
meeting, as after having been threshed out in the Executive Committee, the propo 
sals of Mr. Davidson would have to come up to the Counc) for consideration. 

The instraction was then added to the recommendation of the Honorary Officers 
and the entire motion was carried with only four dissentientys. 

At the suggestion of the President, it was resolved that Mr. Davidson be . 
requested to attend the Executive Committee. 


“CHEAP MARRIAGES.” 


Mr. Henry Lucas brought up a report of the Executive Committee (the sub- 
stance of which appeared in our issue of Uctober 24) on the subject of cheap marriaget. 
Mr. Lucas said that in the interests of order and morality ic was very desirable toat 
the cheap marriages should be continued, ani in view of the demands made by one 
of the Synagogues at which these marriages had hitherto been celebrated, the 
Executive Committee had come to the conclusion that they should be solemuised 
in one of the ccnstituents of the United Synagogue. They had selected the Eas. 
London Synagogue, which seemed most suitable as to locality, and best adapted iu 
respect to structural arrangements. He reminded the Couucil that the East End 
Scheme provided for the celebration of the cheap marriages in the proposed new 
synagogue. Mr. Lucas concluded by moving the following recommendations of the 
Executive Committee :— 

1. That, pending the arrangements in contemplation in the East End of London, 
Marriages for the eum of 10s. 6d. shall be sclemnised in the East Londou 
Synagogue. 

2. That the regulations for giving effect to the foregoing resolution be entrusted 
to the Honorary Officers, in conjunction with the Honorary Officers of the 
East London Synagogue.

SABBATH AFTERNOON LECTURES TO WORKING MEN. 


— 


The Rev. Dr. Adler inaugurated the course of lectures thia year by preaching at 
the Great Synagogue on Sabbath last to an enormous gathering of working men. 
There was a good attendance of women and girls in the galléries. The service was, 
as usual, very effectively rendered by the Rev. M. Hast and the choir. Dr. Adler 
spoke in simple German on the subject of Marriage. He took as his text Gen. 
xxiv. 67, “ And Isaac brought her into his mother Sarah's tent, and took Rebecca. 
and she became hie wife ; and he loved her: and Isaac was comforted after his 
mother's death.” The text was enforced aud illustrated with many pithy sayings 
from the Taimud, and interesting tales of the Midrash. The preacher warned his 
hearers of the danger and uowisdom of early and improvident marriages. From the 
example of Rebecca, he showed that piety, industry, and kinsliness of heart should 
be regardei by ayoung man as the cnief, if not the only points of attraction in the 
maiden whom he had chosen as his helpmate, Speaking next of the solemnization 
of matrimony, the evils of sf///+ c/upes were earnestly pointed out, and the import- 
tance of obeying the statutory regulations, and of giving truthful particulars at the 
office of the Superintendent Reyistrar, were emphatically insisted upon. It was 
announced that marriages at acheap rate would, in future, be celebrated in the 
Fast London Synagogue. Unnecessary show and extravagance in dress and con- 
vivial entertainmects at weddiogs were deprecated. The conditions of wedded 
happiness, patience, and mutual torbearance were next examined. The falsehood 
of the proverb, ‘** When poverty comes in at the door, love flies out at the window,” 
was exposed. The iodissolubility of the marriage bond was emphasized, and the 
audience exhorted ever to preserve the sanctity and purity of family life which 
bad proved alike the pride and palladium of Israel in his most troublous days. 

Excellent decorum prevailed throughout the service, and the sermon, which 
lasted about half-an-hour, was listened to with wrapt attention, 


RELIGION CLASSES.—On Monday evening a Conference of representatives of 
the Religion classes attached to the metropolitan synagogues was held at the St. 
John’s Wood Synagogue. There were present: The Reva, M. Adler, B. Berliner,

The subject of volunteer teachers was also 
considered. Votes of thanks were passed to Mr, Arthur Davis and the Chairman, 
It was arranged that the Conference should meet periodically at intervals of about 
three months.

THE REV. S. SINGER ON THE CHARITY OF THE POOR 
TOWARDS THE POOR. 


Preaching at the North London Synagogue on Saturday last, the Rev. S. Singer 
based his discourse upon the first part of the Haphtorah of the day—the story of 
the trials and the relief of the widow of one of “the sons of the prophets” (2nd 
Kings, iv. 1-7), In the course of his sermon the preacher referred to the charity 
manifested by the poor towards the poor. Those who wanted to see sympathy and 
mercy in some of their noblest aspects should go among the poor, and ob-erve them 
in their simple untutored intercourge with one anether. One of three points in 
which, according to the Talmud, almsgiving differed from true charity was this: 
that whereas almegiving drew its supply from the purse alone, charity offered the 
person as well asthe purse. In such works of benevolence they would often find the 
very lowliest engaged. There could be no greater crror than to suppose that charity 
was a sort of moral luxury exclusively reserved for the delectation of the rich, Sad 
would it be for human nature, if it were so. It was but too often forgotten that 
not a few of those charitable institutions which were the pride of our commaonity 
had their origin with the very poor. Let them tike as instavcesa couple of insit- 
tutions which had charged themselves with the relicf of misfortune at the two 
extremes of life—the Orphan Asylum and the Jewish Home :—they were born, 
nourished and reared among the poor, and, when adolescent, were adopted by the 
rich. This was not, of course, to the disparagement of the wealthy, but it ought to 
serve as an encouragement to those who were less fortunately placed, ond the 
recognition of the fact was certainly due to them. Little Was it sus- 
pected wbat deeds of loving-kindness were dore by the poor to the poor, 
among our own people perhaps more than among any other. What self-denial, 
what-self-sacrifice, what neighbourly love and devotion they displayed towards one 
another; how they would help one another in times of sickness and sorrow ; how 
often those who had but little would give of their scanty store to those who had 
less. It had been well said that “the charity which Plenty gives to Poverty is 
human and earthly, but it is divine and heavenly when Poverty gives to Want.” 
The sweetest flowers of charity did not all grow in the atmosphere of the West End 
parks : they might be found flourishing in some of the dingiest courts and alleys 
that shut out the light of heaven—sbut it out, that is, in one way, yet admitted i+ 
in a flood in another. Perhaps the names of these lowly ministers of mercy were 
not trumpeted abroad, but in the faultless registry of Heaven they were inscribed, 
and on the day when God made up His jewels they would be His.

The 
veteran writer has lately published “ L’Exode,” the second volume of his expnrgated 
Pentateuch, which he calls “ Mosaiste,’ comprising the translation of the Hebrew 
texts with commentaries and etymologies. At the same time he has also issued a 
new edition of “Mes Contemporains,” originally published in 1864, to which he has, 
added an appendix. 

The Institute at its sitting on October 25th, awarded a portion of the Volney 
Prize to M. James Darmesteter for his work, “ Les Chants populaires des Afghans.” 

The Hon. Moritz Ellinger has been selected "t» occupy the position of literary 
editor of the Wenvrah, of New York, in succession to the iate Mr. B. F. Peixotto, 

A translation of Lessing's “ Nathan der Weise,” in the Jewish dialect, common 
among the Jews in Russia, has been made by J. J. Linetzci. Dr. Jellinek pnbli«hes 
an interesting notice of the translation in the .\ew-:rit of Vienna, and recalls the 
fact that a few years azo he reviewed in the same journal a Spanish translation 
published in Madrid. 

Professor Gustav Bickell, of Ionsbruck, is going to publish an amended text 
of the Book of Proverbs, according to the Syriac metre of seven syllables for each

Dr. Adolf Kohut has written a biography of Meyerbeer, which has been pub- 
lished at Leipsic. 

An English translation of “The Jew,” a Polish story by ths late Polish drams- 
tist, and historian, Kraszewski, has been published in America, where it has attracted 
considerable notice. Tbe story of “The Jew” is laidia the time of the last i:- 
surrection of the Poles, during the days of Lovis Napoleon, and it moves through 
the stormy days of the insurrection and its scenes of violence and bloodshed. * The 
Jew” gives an insight into the lives of the Polish nobles, and depicts the various 
types of Jewish character in Poland.

JOEL, OF BRESLAU. 


(german Judaism has lost a most characteristic representative by the death 
of Dr. Manuel Joel. Devoted to the interests of his congregation, which he had 
served for upwards of a quarter of a century, famous as a preacher and an orator, 
a teacher of high repute, Dr. Joel net only found time to participate in the social 
life of his contemporaries but to produce a series of brilliant and scholarly works 
that bear the impress at once of learning and of genius. Few German Rabbis 
have acquired so wide-spread a reputation outside Jewish circles. To his writings 
must turn not solely the student of Jewish philosophy or of Jewish literary 
history. The Christian scholar who may be interested in scholasticisin, in the 
genesis and development of Spinoza's doctrines, or in the origin of Christianity 
itself, has long recognised in Dr. Joel a trustworthy and enlightened guide. 
His fame has reached England from more than one direction. His views on 
Spinoza were fully discussed in Mind (July, 1880), while Sir Frederick Pollock 


makes frequent and respectful use of Dr. Joel's essays in his own masterly treatise 
on the Life and Philosophy of Spinoza.

RABBINER DR. M. 


Born on October 19th, 1826,in Birnbaum—a small town in Prussian Poland 
Manuel Joel proceeded to Berlin, where he studied Jewish theology and classical 
philology (a not unusual combination). In 1854, the most momentous step in his 
career was taken. The Rabbinical Seminary in Breslau had just been founded, 
and Dr. Joel was offered a post on its staff, chiefly as teacher of the Philosophy of 
Judaism. Dr. Joel accepted the appointment, and thereby decided his career 
which henceforth became closely identified with Breslau. He was not the 
only member of his family associated with this Seminary, for his brother, 
Dr. David Joel, filled the position of Director during the years 1880-3. 
Dr. Manuel Joel threw himself vigorously into the flowing stream of progress : 
contributed luminous essays to the new monthly appearing in Leipzig—afterwards 
transferred to- Breslau, where it enjoyed a long and prosperous career under the 
guidance of Prof. Graetz. Its cessation was almost simultaneous with the first 
appearance of the Jewish Quarterly Review in London. Dr. Joel's contributions to 
the Vonatsschrift dealt with the disciples of R. Akiba; his essay on R. Meir ap- 
pearing in 1855, But we must hurry on to the year 1863, when, on the resigna- 
tion of Geiger, Dr. Joel was selected as his successor in the Breslau Rabbinate. 
An advocate of moderate reform, Dr. Joel did not agree in every 
point with his predecessor. A spirited controversy was carried on 
between them in consequence of some remarks contained in Dr. Joel's pamphlet 
on the “ Cultusfrage,” in which his attitude was scientific rather than partisan. 
It was in the course of this discussion that Geiger uttered the dictum well 
worthy of being re-quoted at this juncture: “ Dogmas without dogmatic preci- 
sion, ideas without intellectual certainty, constitute—Nothing.” The controversy 
centred to some extent round the prayer-book, and Dr. Joel prepared a form of 
service for his congregation in which he introduced many alterations and to which 
lie added some beautiful prayers in German. Only two years before (in 1867) 
Joel and Geiger had been working together in the compilation of such a work. 

As we have said, Dr, Joel gave the utmost attention to the needs of his 
own congregation. His sermons soon became famous, and whenever a Jewish 
festival happened to coincide with a public holiday, Christians crowded to the 
nynagogue to hear the noted preacher whom they regarded with a feeling verging 
on affection. Dr. Joel's “ occasional ” sermons were deservedly admired. One 
of the first that he delivered was spoken over the grave of Meyerbeer (published 
in 1504). Seeing that the gifted Jewish musician was upwards of seventy when 
he suddenly died, the application by Dr. Joel to him of the Rabbinical saying 
ANP &* (“ Some there be that acquire immortality in one hour 
was not strikingly appropriate. Far more beautiful, and liberal in the best sense, 
was the application to this master of Song, of the Scriptural verse, ‘‘ The spirit of 
the Lord spake by me, and His word was in my tongue.” (II. Samuel xxii. 2). 
Joel's patriotic sermons—and these form a large item in the repertory of any 
really German preacher—were spirited, and yet their effect was due rather to 
simplicity than to over-elaboration. There was no half-heartedness about his war- 
addresses ; he appealed to his hearers to manifest confidence in God, love for their 
Jatheriand, and readiness towards self-sacrifice ; and then frankly prayed to God 
for the overthrow of the enemies of Germany. In 1866 he advocated the uniti- 
cation of Germany, and expresssd a confident hope that the time was 
not far distant when once more the Psalmist's words would be fulfilled : “ The 


stone which the builders despised, has become unto a corner-stone,” 
of the Fatherland.

This is hardly the 
place to enter into a detailed account of Dr. Joel’s views and discoveries, but it 
may be said that he succeeded in guiding the streain of Jewish thought to its 
natural confluence with the waters of general philosophical progress. He showed 
that Jewish philosophers were not isolated ; that they were inspired by Greek 
and Arabian Schools was already known, but that they were not without sole 
influence on the current of European thought, was a discovery largely—thoug), 
not exclusively—due to Dr. Joel. | 


Dr. Joel was a noted, personality. On the public promenade, accompanied 
usually by some of the students of the Seminary, chatting loudly (for he was 
rather deaf), his was a figure that attracted notice. People stopped to greet him 
or to look after his receding form with admiration. In society, he took a leading 
part, being a brilliant talker ; perhaps rather fond of monopolising the conversa. 
tion, but always sure of a ready and attentive audience. His disposition was 
gentle and mild, his charity unbounded. Yet he would enter into controversies 
when he felt the necessity for speaking on behalf of Judaism. His sense of 
justice induced him to take up the cudgels in defence of the Shulchan Aruch 
against an anti-Semitic libeller, even though he himself was not a tirm advocate 
of the binding force of that code. When the question of the infallibility of the 
Pope was exciting Europe, Dr. Joel is said to have remarked that infallibility was 
untenable, but that he preferred the infallibility of a living Pope—who is acces. 
sible to argument—to that of a book, the author of which is dead, and his 
opinions therefore unalterably fixed. Certainly this is a characteristic view of 
religious authority ; and the lives and careers of men like Dr. Manuel Joe! 
remove the fear that living influence will ever cease to work for the good of 
Judaisin. “ Possibly,” he said on one occasion, “ possibly I seem 4o speak 
merely pro domo. It is true ; I do speak for my house; but it is the House 
of God.” 


BARONESS JOSEPH L. DE MENASCE. 


The Baroness Joseph L. de Menasce (née Miriam Gollin, of Liverpool) died at 
Paris on Thursday, the 30th ult., after a short but severe illness. The title of 
Baron was conferred on Jacob de Menasce, Chief of the firm of Menasce, Bros. 
Bankers and Merchants in Alexandria, by the Emperor of Austria. Branches of the 
firm were opened some 30 years ago in London and Liverpool, by Baron Joseph de 
Menasce, and Baron Elie de Menasce. The branch in Liverpool was subsequently 
closed and the business transferred to London. It was during the stay of Baron 
Joseph in Liverpool that he married Miriam, the eldest daughter of Mr. B. Gollia, of 
75, Upper Parliament-street. He died a few years after his marriage, leaving one 
daughter, Celine, who last year married her cousin, Baron Felix de Menasce. As our 
readers are aware, the Menasces have contributed largely to the charities of 
Alexandria, in which city the late Baron Jacob de Menasce built a Synagogue and 
school. He also gave the ground for a synagogue in Gornoro, Hungary. Baron 
Bohor de Menasce built a hospital at Alexandria containing 30 beds. 

The deceased, Baroness Joseph, was interred on Sunday last at the Cemetery, 
Deane-road, Liverpool, she having expressed a wish previous to her death to be 
buried in her native city. A large number of wreaths were sent by members of the 
family and friends, and many were forwardea from Paris. The following were

On Tuesday Mr. Barnet Solomon Cohen died at his residence, 21, Hamilton Terrace 
after only three days’ illness, at the age of 74. The deceased was probably the last sur- 
vivor of the past generation of lead-pencil makers an industry largely in Jewish hands 
in former times.

Closely allied with this snbject—indeed, inseparable from itis the m 
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he will no longer be attached, as hitherto, to one congregation, but to all the 
synagogues under his spiritual direction, and this will cause a vacancy at the 
Bayswater Synagogue by no means easy to be filled up. The anxiety shown 
by leading members of that congregation to hasten the election of the Rar 
cannot be said to be due to selfish regard for the local interests of Bayswater. 
The wkole question of the Jewish ministry demands ¢erious attention. The 
policy of depending upon our own resources, without recourse to foreign 
ministers, is too prudent and wise to be lightly set aside, even for the purpose 
of meeting the special needs of our East End brethren. A contribution to this 
phase of the problem is made by the trenchant letter uf “ An Orthodox 
Jew’ in another column, More comprehensive is the article in the current num- 
ber of the Jewish (Juarterly Reriew by the Rev, Morris Josern, in which he 
deals with the history and the present condition of the Anglo-Jewish Pulpit. 
Most people will agree with him in the opinion that the Jewish Pulpit has 
made remarkable progress in this country during the last two decades, and no 
unprejudiced person is likely to quarrel with the statement that among the 
factors that have contributed to that progress, a prominent place is to be given 
to Jews’ College. Preaching has become far more general in English syna- 
gogues than it was twenty years ago, and the average quality of the dis- 
courses has, to say the least, suffered no deterioration. Moreover, it is only 
necessary to see who are the men that form the great bulk of our most 
capable preachers, in order to recognise the fairness of the claim which Mr. 
Josera puts forward on behalf of the communal training seminary for 
ministers. Of Jews’ College it may justly be said s/ monumentum requerts cir- 
cumspice. But though the growth of the Anglo-Jewish Pulpit is a gratifying 
fact, its condition is still capable, as even its most zealous champions will 
readily admit, of further improvement. As becomes a true friend, Mr. Josern 
is a candid critic. A preacher himself, he can still put himself in the place of 
the congregants, and judge contemporary preaching from their point of view. 
His very anxiety for the well-being of the Pulpit makes him peculiarly sensible 
of its weak points. He sees in it the most powerful instrument that Religion 
can command in these days, and he would have that instrament made as strong 


and effective as poszible. In a word, he would like to see the Anglo-Jewish 
Pulpit become a power. 


There can be no question, of course, that the Sermon has become more 
than ever a necessary constituent of the Service. The times have changed, 
and congregations have changed with them. The Prayer Book no longer 
suffices for edification ; very often it suggests problems, instead of solving 
them. The Sermon supplies the instruction that the modern congregant 
requires in order to understand his creed, and to rid himself of his religious 
difficulties. It co-operates with public worship in arousing spiritual feeling ; 
it is, above everything, a powerful pleader with the heart and the conscience, 
and it is thus the most effective agent for strengthening the sway of Religion 
over life. Bat the more important the place that the Pulpit is capable of 
filling in our religious economy, the greater becomes the necessity of raising 
its ,efficiency to the highest possible point. Every hindrance to its inner 
growth, as well as toits external development, must be removed. The Sermon, 
even now, might easily be a more familiar ingredient of the Service in many 
asynagogue. But that is not all. What is needed is an improvement in the 
quality of the preaching as well as in the quantity. The Sermon needs to 
be more often than it is a spiritual force, an appeal that is felt by the soul, 
a living thing, and not a piece of mechanism, however deftly put together. 
Happily, we have preachers who deliver discourses of this higher kind ; 
the pity is that there are so few of them. Nor, perhaps, are we much worse 
off in this respect than other denominations, among whom complaints of 
the feebleness of the average pulpit-discourse are loud as well as deep, while 
their justice has been publicly admitted by a preacher himself who exclaimed 
in print the other day ‘‘ We preachers are living in a Fools’ Paradise.” Buta 
defect is none the less to be regretted because it is general, and Jews, who 
were the inventors of the religious discourse, may appropriately lead the way 
in a resolute attempt to vitalize it. 

The direction in which the attempt should be made is obvious. Preaching 
presupposes preachers, and, in order to have more sermons that are powerful, 
it is necessary to have a larger number of ministers of high calibre. Mr. 
Joseen’s paradox that the smallest country congregation needs the most 
capable pastor, is true enough ; but this is the congregation that usually 
has the least efficient minister. The Provincial Ministers’ Fund might be 
very greatly strengthened with advantage. The extension of lay-preaching 
is also desirable, and the reading, in synagogues that have no preachers, of 
Sermons written by ministers of high rank, as was done at the ** tent service” 
at the Free School on the recent Day of Atonement, is an expedient which 
might frequently and widely be adopted. But a much larger step is needed. 
It is useless to ignore the fact that the ministry is not a popular profession 
With us Jews, Parents of the wealthy class never dream of selecting it as 


* career for their sons, and if they did the forcible objections of their sons | 


would soon prove the fitness of the dream to rank,with Dr. Annort’s illusions. 
Nor is the ministry very much more popular as a vocation with the humbler 
classes. It demands a training lasting for several years, during which the 
student is more or less unproductive in the pecuniary sense; and this is a 
consideration which persons of slender means cannot overlook, Nevertheless 
the lads who do study for the ministry are almost exclusively drawn from the 
lower social strata, which is in itself an undesirable thing. But the chief 
evil is that, owing to the dearth of students, mediocrity becomes a sufficient 
passport to the pulpit. However efficient Jews’ College may be, it 
cannot transiorm moderate abilities into talents. Besides this, not a few 
unsuitable nen, who have not passed through the College, tind their way 
into the ministry; which they would have no chance of entering if the 
competition for office were more severe. In fact, we are suffering from a lack 
of really capable ministers. At the present moment there are important 
pastorates vacant, or on the point of becoming vacant, in English-sy eaking 
congregations, and practically no men in sight able to fill them worthily. 

An increase in the pecuniary value of average ministerial appointments, 
as recently suggested by our correspondent, Mr. A. Pyke, might help to 
improve matters. Probably it would induce a larger number of 
students to offer themselves for training, and it would certainly check the 
tendency of efficient ministers to leave the profession whenever another 
vocation offers itself to them. But this means additional synagogue 
taxation, direct cr indirect ; and it is easy to imagine the heavily-burdened 
community objecting to a further increase of its obligations. On the other 
hand, if the personnel of the ministry is to be improved, the wealthy must 
either find the funds for improving its pecuniary sfatus, or must increase the 
number of candidates for the profession by devoting their own sons to it. 
Both expedients might be resorted to ; indeed, one would naturally follow 
from the other. Better stipends, more closely corresponding with the arduous- 
ness and the responsibilities of the work, would necessarily induce a larger 
flow of aspirants and effect an improvement in the quality of the 
average minister. But, whether salaries be increased or not, the prevailing 
dislike of the ministry, except as a vocation for others, ought to vanish as 
quickly as possible out of regard for the good name of the community and 
for the interests of religion. It is a feeling that does no credit to us. It is 
a standing reproach to English Judaism that there are no Jews of the so- 
called higher class, who are sufficiently disinterested, sufficiently imbued with 
a love of their faith and a reverence for the higher life, to consecrate them- 
selves to the ministry of Gov. The holiest of vocations is tacitly allowed to 
degenerate, as a rule, into a mere opportunity for bread-winning that is seized 
upon by poor lads in default of anything better. While this is the attitude 
of English Jews towards the ministry, the Palpit cannot possibly attain to 
its full growth. It cannot have at its command the intellect, the spiritual 
feeling, the enthusiasm which are needed in order to make it a religious force. 
Wilfully to deny it these requisites is deliberately to stand in the way of tie 
spiritual progress of the community ; for a feeb'e pulpit and no pulpit are 
calamities of equal magnitude.

The official activity in molesting the Jews does not appear to have in the 
least abated. The report of some new scheme. of anti-Semitic legislation goes 
rather wide of the mark. It is always the same old scheme—the same project 
that was published in the 77mes months ago—always ready for the legal sanction 
of the supreme authority on the first opportunity. This, however, does not 
prevent the essential aims of the project being fully attained in the meantime by 
secret order and confidential circular. The ofticials of the various Ministerial 
departments are st‘]! working on the remains of the Pahlen Commission and the 
May Laws of Ignatieff in order to get a moditied form of the oppressive measure 
passed by the Council of the Empire this Session. 

The modifications proposed in the original project are the following :—One 
is in favour of the Jews and two are against them. The favourable alteration is 
to abolish the 50 verst limit of exclusion from the frontier districts and to allow 
Jews to live along the borders. The other two proposed alterations are to confine 
Jewish artisans to the limit of residence like other Jews not being members of 
the first cuild of merchants, and to enforce the same restriction against Hebrew 
apothecaries, who have hitherto enjoyed, the same privileges as University and 
medical students of the persecuted race. The proposition against the artisans, 
who have upto the present been allowed in all towns while practising their trade, 
appears to have been brought forw rd before, but the other two seem to be hew,

A letter from St. Petersburg states that a commission is now sitting to devise 
some plan for the solution of the dithiculties in connexion with the admission of 
Jews to the Russian higher grade schools. The point upon which the Russian 
(yovernment is least disposed tou make concessions is that of the percentage of 
Jews to be admitted. This was fixed some‘time ago at 5 per cent. of the entire 
population. It is contended on behalf of the authorities that they pay buta small 
share of the taxes compared with the. non-privileged classes of the nation, that 
the schools are maintained by the Government by grants from the public funds, 
and that it would be unjust were the Jews to benetit by the educational estab- 
lishments of the State to an extent equal to the advantages enjoyed by those 
of the State to an extent equal to the advantages enjoyed by those who bear far 
heavier burdens. I[t is further contended that, as the Jews munber but a few 
millions im a population of 100.0000,000, it is fitting that the same proportion 
should be maintained in the numbers of those attending the State Schools at any 
one time, 

In answer to these arguments it is pointed out that among those of genuine 
Russian nationality there are millions who never rise beyond the level of the ele- 
mentary schools, and that if anything like a fair proportion is to be obtained the 
number of Jews admissible to the schools of higher grade must be calculated 
not upon the total of those attending the State schools, but upon the comparatively 
small number who present themselves for the higher courses of instruction. If 
this arrangement were adopted it is stated that the proportion of Jews eligible 
for the higher schools would be something greatly in excess of the 4 or 5 per cent. 
at which it now stands. 

It must be added that the Russian Government not long ago refused the 
munificent grant of fifty million roubles offered by Baron Hirsch for the founda- 
tion of Jewish schools in Russia. 

VIENNA, OcToper 31. 

‘The so-called Commission of Reforms, which was appointed in Russia to 
confiscate most of the liberties and privileges conceded to the people by Alexander 
Il., has reported to the Government in favour of reducing the proportion of 
Jewish students in the Universities to 3 per cent. of the entire number. 

It is stated that since the accession of the present Czar no fewer than 270.000 
Jews have been compelled to leave Russia. Most of them have gone to America. 


The following is the translation of an important communication which was 
published in the Temps of Saturday, from the special correspondent of that 
journal, dated St. Petersburg, 24th October :— 


Since sending you my last letter about the Jews, I have received certain 
official documents but little known, which furnish some interesting and instructive 
details as to their real situation in Russia. The subject deals with the reports pre- 
sented to the Commission appointed to investigate the Jewish question. Many of 
these reports are drawn up with great impartiality : they are full of just ‘and 
sensible reflections, and it is astonishing to see how little notice has been taken of 
these by the commission. 3 
. The most interesting matter that they contain is the statistical investigation 
into the Jewish population of Russia. The figures quoted are indisputably 
authentic, for they are either extracts from the statistics drawn up by the minis- 
ters, or verified by competent authorities. | 

Their perusal would convince anyone that certain accusations brought against 
the Jews have no real foundation. Thus, it is often said that the Jews dislike 
manual labour, and that they rr pores contribute nothing to production. On 


the contrary, this is what a report published in 1888, says as to the number of | 
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Jews who devote themselves to trade in the fifteen Gubernia Which are ope 


them besides the ten Gubernia of the Vistula (Poland), 

The total population of these 15 Gubernia amounts to 23,716.19 inhabi 
of whom 2,404,256, say about 10 per cent., are Jews. Of these 2 ore —

In 1866 in the Gubernium of Moscow the industrial population reac 
cent. only. Consequently, it is beyond doubt that in Russia there 
more Jews than Christians who carry on an industrial pursuit. 

Of the 218,257 inhabitants of Odessa, for instance, 69,000, say 31-4 per cent 
are Jews. Now it is the Jews who by themselves supply 50 per cent. of all the 
industrial workers of the town. [I translate by “ industrial worker” the naira 
word rémesslennik which means literally “ he who carries on an industrious trade . 
The rémesslenniks are divided into masters, workmen and apprentices. ] 

The Jews are also frequently accused of avoiding military service. In 
reality, the official statistics prove that, in an equal number of conscripts sui. 
moned to the army, fewer Jews than non-Jews present themselves for the drawine 
of lots. I cannot use the word “ Christian ” in opposition to “ Jew,” becaine 
there are in Russia, besides Christians, Mussulmans and pagans. 

The statistics show a smaller proportion of Jews simply because more of 
them in proportion are summoned to serve. 

The following figures confirm this statement ; In the period from 1875-1886 
an average of 740,104 men, of whom 37,233 are Jews, have been sup. 
moned annually. Now comparing the sum-total of the Jewish population with 
that of the non-Jewish, we tind that the Government has summoned each yea; 
4 508 Jews more than were due, if strict proportion were adhered to, 134 Jews ty 
100 non-Jews. As to the proportion of the Jews incorporated, it has been 10] against 
100 non-Jews ; in other words, the number of Jews in military service in Russiq 
is proportionately equal to that of non-Jews. 

‘Thisis the more praiseworthy, in that the country they are called to defend 
accords them only restricted rights. 

How is it that more of them are summoned to the army ? This is the 
answer shown by the report :—* There appear every year on the lists of con- 
scripts a considerable number of Jews whose names ought to have been erased. 
The cause of this is that it is almost impossible for the Jews to procure 
ofticial certificates of the deaths which have occurred in their families.” 

Finally, a third report which has received the ot the CTYSOTS 
on the 2th April, 188i, shows plainly how much Russia would cain by gIV- 
ing a prompt and equitable solution of the Jewish question in modifying the 
exceptional laws of 1882. 

These laws certainly injure the Rus-ian empire. Their result is to pura- 
lyze two-tifths of the urban population of Russia in Earope. 

In short, of the 2 FOU R11 Jews who inhabited Russia in 1870, 2.700.000 
were living in the towns, which in an urban population of 7,114,331 inhabi- 
tants, gives a proportion of S705 per cent. These figures have increased 
since then, but the proportion remains the same. 

Again, we know that towns are the chief source of prosperity to a country, 
and of these Russia has certainly none too many. 

The urban population which in France forms 21 per cent. of the total 
population, in Germany 32°3 per cent.,-and in Great Britain 44°58 per cent. 
shows In European Russia a proportion ot only 11°2 per cent. 

The trade of Russia would be benefited by the revocatidn of the May 
Laws. In a speech delivered at the University of Moscow on January 12th, 
L584, Professor Janjoul has proved that, from 1867 to 1573, trade has shown 
twice, thrice, and even in some places twenty-live times as great an increase 
in the 10 provinces of the Vistula as in the district of Moscow. 

The fact that the Jews enjoy great liberty there has certainly much to do 
with this result. wink 

On the other hand, many industrial workers and Russian traders are injured 
by the laws which bar the greater part of Russia to the Jews. The report says: 
“The Jewish merchants of Vitebsk and Mohilev, for instance, would do mucl 
better by going to Moscow to purchase their goods, instead of to VW arsaw and 
Lodz, which are much further distant. However, they are obliged to go to these 
latter towns, where they can examine the merchandise and bargain at leisure, 4s 
in Moscow they run the risk of being ignominiously expelled.” | 

It appears then that one should rather seek to utilize the spirit of enterprise 
and the commercial capabilities of the Jews, and to let them contribute to the 
prosperity of Russia, than condemn them to inactivity. 

The Jews are often accused of exclusiveness, and of a sort of freemasonry 
which exists among them. , 

To be logical, it were better to endeavour to amalgamate them with the rest 
of the population than to teat them as foreigners and widen the breach which 
separates them from the Russians.

were all-eufficient, and with a little ingenuity and enough zeal in their application 
the Russian Jews, in their tens and hundreds of thousands, could be exterminated 
without the promulgation of any new edict, 


And this, in fact. is now being slowly but surely effected. The Ma Oo 
1882, which all the denials of all the Russian diplomation cannot blot our tere Fr. 
Statute-book till the Czar, with a stroke of his pen, repeals them, constitute by 
themselves an instrument of torture and persecution of so odious a character that 
the ordinary mind fails to grasp their full scope and purport till their practical 
reults are brought to light and their victims stand before us in all their misery. 
The novelist who depicted a doomed prisoner in a cell with its opposite walls grad- 
ually approaching, contracting by slow degrees his breathing space, till they at last 
immure him ina living tomb, foreshadowed, in fiction and in an individual case, 
the now imminent fate of countless thousands of human beings in the so-called pale 
of Jewish settlement in Russia. The May Laws of 1882 have been gradually applied 
and lately not only with increased severity bat in enlarged proportion. Whether, 
the money with which the victims have hitherto been able to bribe the officials and 
so purchase immunity or evasion has come to an end, or whether the provincial 
governors, many of whom are humane men and friendly to the Jews, have received 
orders from headquarters to enforce the law. with all possible rigour, the fact 
remains that the Jews are now being ruthlessly expelled, partly by main force, 
partly by force of circumstances, from the villages and townlets within the pale, and 
are driven into the overcrowded towns, there to swell the volume of chronic poverty 
and suffering. There they become helpless paupers among the struggling poor, a 
starving multitude in a hunger-stricken hive. Squeezed within limita too narrow 
for the old inhabitants, without food or the means of acquiring food, without work 
or the cnance of finding work, their own sad fate is sealed, and before their career 
is closed they will probably bring pestilence and death to the towns they have 
unwillingly invaded. 

Nor is this the only phase of persecution by which the Israelites of Russia are 
being slowly done to death. To the young Jewish student who can live on a crust, 
semi-starvation is a mere incident of life,and he forgets his hungerif only he can 
slake his thirst for knowledge. Cramped by the limits of space, deprived of the 
wealth of earth, he can at least enlarge his intellectual range and store un the 
wealth of knowledge. But here, too, he is foiled. The gymnasia and Universities 
are practically closed against him, only a three per cent. pr portion of Jews in some 
and a five per cent. proportion in others being permitted. What must this mean to 
an intellectual race, when in one town alone the Jews number 70 per cent of the 
entire population, and when in the whole pale of settlement there are only two 
Universities 

rhe Jews were reviled by their enemies for following only the paths of com- 
merce, buying and selling. and producing nothing. Thus many abandon commerce, 
settle in villages, and pursue an agricultural life. But the May Laws drive them 
back into the towns. Exception is made in favour of those settled in the villages 
before 1882 ; but again the law declares that even those who have thus settled may 
not hold the land. They may remain there, but they may not follow the calling 
that brought them there, and that secured for them the means of living. 

The Jews were reviled by their enemies for following only pursuits that brought 
them monetary wealth. Few Jews in Russia have reached the goal of opulence. 
Nowhere in the wide world ia seen such poverty as pervades the entire pale of settle- 
ment. But the Jews, scorning the base insinuation that they prize riches above 
knowledge, claim the higher education, show themselves in the schools worthy of 
it, and yet the portals of the Universities are closed against them, except within 
limite whollv disproportionate to their nombers. The few who gain admis:ion 
achieve the highest triumphs, but find they have been drinking from the cup of 
Tantalus. The Faculty of Law declares them qualified to be lawyers, but a new 
regulation forbids them to practise without a Ministerial consent that is now invari- 
avly withheld. The Faculty of Medicine declares them qualified to act as Army 
doctors, but a new law forbids them practising inthe Army. Even the humble post 
of schoo] master is no longer open to the Jew, and those on whom long service should 
have conferred a vested right of employment have been discharged, 


It may seem a sorry jest ; but the Russian law in very truth now declares— 
the Jew may live here only and shall not live there ; if he lives here he must 
remain here ; but wherever he lives he shall not live—he shall not have the means 
of living. This is the operation of the law as it stands without any new edict. 
This is the sentence of death that silently, insidiously, and in the veiled language 
of obscarely worded laws, has been pronounved against hundreds of thousands of 
human beings, and the executions are proceeding—not on the scaffold in the sight 
of gaping multitudes. not in the dungeon by dagger or by bowl, but in the dusky 
jhettoxs of tne pale, the victims cramped and crushed, starved of air and space and 
food, with scarcely roof or rags to cover them, kicked and cuffed by officials who 
scoff at the squalid poverty that officialism has produced, panting for life and light, 
out with no hope, save of the light and life of another world. 

Shall civilized Europe, shall the Christianity of England behold this slow tor- 
ture and bloodless massacre and be silent !

_ The following letter under the signature of “ Justice’ was published in the 
Nandard of Wednesday :— 

The Fortn ightly Review and Blackwood’s Magazine have lately familiarised the 
public mind with tne condition of the Jews in Russia and plentiful details of the 
terrible persecutions of which they are the victims. Butthe cold and unimpas- 
‘loned words of the writers who have, with conscientious care and studied modera- 
“on, faithfully recorded the general facts of the case, yet leave much to be described 
in regard to the actual practical results of the hateful work of oppression. 

The ingenios declaration, published last August by the Russian Minister, to the 
effect that no new edicts against the Jews were intended, satisfiel many minds, and 
‘st was fondly hoped that, in deference to the strongly-expressed opinion of the 
Civilised world, Russia was about to abstain from further religious persecutions, 
But this was a groundless hope. The same oppression continued under the laws 
already existing, especially under the now notorious May Laws of 1552, and these, 
wherever they have been applied, have been found amply strong to crush outall 
hope from the life of the ill-fated Hebrews of Russia. 

Some of the leading Jews of Western Europe, anxious to obtain indisputable 
facts as to the position of their unfortunate brethren, have lately sent a trusty 
emissary on a visit to the princ'pal towns of the Pale of Jewish Settlement—the 
ixteen Russian provinces bordering on Poland, Galicia and Roumania—and his re- 
port gives an appalliog picture of the practical result of the persecution, In all the 
towns he visited, the chronic state of poverty and misery engendered by the special 
and repressive laws, which had long weighed heavily enough upon the suffering 
Tace, has now become intensified, to a degree scarcely credible by the strict and 
Vigorous enforcement of those laws. The Jewish villagers, expelled from their 
country homes under the operation of the May Edicts, have taken refuge in the con- 
gested towns, The crowds of poor working folk in those towns have become swarms 
of starving paupers, hndiled together in spaces and under conditions which reoder 
ealth, decency, and almost life impossible, Hunger, sickness, squalor, raggedness, 
and dirt, the usual concomitants of a swarm of helpless, hopeless human beings are 
all found in the towns of the Jewish Pale. 

h Each family tells its tale of its own individual hardship. One man relates how 
®, his wife, and children were awakened in the dead of night, while peacetully 


‘eping in their village home, ordered to turn out instantly, and to trudge as best | 


they might to the nearest town. Another tells of his home, in which he had passed 
all his life, suddenly broken up becanse he had neglected at the proper time to 

register himeelf as having settled in his village before May, 1882. Another relates 

how he, with his newly-wedded wife, was expelled from the village which he had 

inhabited from the day of his birth, the reason assigned being that his return after 

his wedding trip was regarded as a new settlement subsequent to the magic date of 

the 3d May, 1882, and, therefore, a settlement contrary to law. 

_  Norare the expelled villagers the only invaders who swell the mass of suffer- 

ing people crowding into the towas. Jewish artisans were permitted, ever since 

1858, to settle in any part of Russia. Now,a personal and periodical examination 

has been set on foot, so as to shut out as many Jews as possible from the rank of 

artisans privileged to reside outside the ghetto of Jewish settlement. Every pre- 

text is seized so as to bring about exclusion, and consequent expulsion. In some 

cases the inspector visits a workshop on the Jewish Sabbath, finds the artisan 

absent and the shop closed, declares the man to be an artisan-impostor, and expul- 

sion follows, In other cases, the inspector asks a tailor-machinist to cut out a coat, 
or a tailor-cutter to sew a coat—work of which neither is capable—and both are 
declared to be incapable artisans, and are expelled. Or the inspector calls on an 
old decrepit artisan, who is past work, gives him a task beyond his strength, and 
when the poor worn-out workman fails, his name is taken off the artisan list, and 
he is expelled. Then, again, several trades—such as those of baker, vinegar maker, 
glazier, and other like callings, which need no great manual dexterity, but which 
were formerly regarded as artisan occupations—have been lately excluded from that 
category. and all Jewish members of those trades have been accordingly expelled. 
Again, all Jewish schoolmasters have been dismissed from employment in the 
public schools, and all Jewish notary clerks have been turned away from service, 
and these, too, join the ranks of the unemployed. 

All these swell still farther the congestion in the towns. Their homes are 
wrecked, their living is gone. their condition is that of hopeless wanderers, and 
when they find a resting place it is ina town where there remains no chance of 
earning their daily bread. 

Much more remains to be written of sufferings affecting smaller numbers, but 
sufferings not less severe—of University students, who have earned, but have been 
refused, the right of education ; of doctors, with diplomas, who have been refused 
the right to practice ; of advocates, duly qualified, who have been refused the 
right to plead. These victims are young and strong, and, fighting with adversity, 
will probably migrate to happier lands, there to swell the ranks of Russia's 
enemies. 

But those that remain because they must remain—the old, the weak, the women 
and helpless children, or the young and strong, who will not forsake in their afflic- 
tion the old and weak that tended them in infancy and youth—what will be the fate 
of these in the crowded towns when those towns become, as they must and will, so 
many nests of pestilence’? How avert the impending doom of these countless thou- 
sands ! 


The following letter was addressed to the Standard, m reply to a letter which 
was published yesterday :— 

Sir,—As an Eng!ish Jew and a member of the Rasso-Jewish Committee, I beg 
to be allowed to reply to the venomous letter on this subject, which appears in to- 
day's Standard, signed “T.” The animus of your correspondent 1s betrayed in the 
first paragraph, in which he seems to grudge the sympathy which has been aroused 
in England in favour of what he contemptuously describes as “the wretched 
Jewish element in the west and south of Russia.” The second paragraph is a 
mere parrot-like repetition of the vilest calumnies brought against my oppressei 
brethren in Russia by those who desire to defend the wickedaess of persecution, 
The charges have been so frequently disproved and dismissed, that your correspon- 
dent must be singularly misinformed to have repeated them. Anybody who can 
believe that a fraction of a mighty nation like the Russians can be able to tyrannise 
by usury or any other process over the vast population, even of the peasantry, must 
be wilfully perverse; and when itis known that that fraction is labouring under 
exceptional edicts and degrading disabilities, the perversion is tainted with malice. 

“ T” informs us from “‘a very trustworthy source that the Conseil de |’ Empire 
is at this moment deliberating whether some modifications favourable to the Jews 
cannot be introduced and in fact the whole Jewish question is under discussion by 
that body.” This was so in 1882 and the atrocious ** May Laws” was the result. The 
Commission reported favourably about the Jews and therefore the Czar's Govern- 
ment desmissed their report and adopted the “ May Laws’’ of the Haman 
of that day. If “T” thinks that his anonymous intimation is calculated to allay 
the anxieties of English Christians about the treatment of the Jews by a 
professedly Christian nation, he is entirely mistaken. Tis letter is iatused with the 
poison which official lying from St. Petersburg would pour into the ears of civilised 
Englishmen. It perfectly illustrates what I have, again and again, described in 
the public press. .

From Beltzi (Bessarabia) it is reported in the -Vede/ya that, in the suburbs of 
that town, numbers of Jews have began to work as agricultural labourers. Whole 
parties of such agricultural labourers apply to the landowners, and are employed in 
corn-thrashing. The landowners speak of them as of good labourers, The Wdelya 
which has, up till now, proved to be, so to say, half-and-half as regards the Jews, 
significantly adds : “ May such a phenomenon grow in ita dimensions.” 

The Vorojc Vremja, which accuses the Jews of reaping where they never sow, 
in its hatred to the Jews is oftentimes making statements which are diametrically 
opposed to what it said and repeated on previous occasions. What is the reason of 
the ever-increasing emigration (of Christian pearants) in the Kingdom of Poland ? 
asks that lying paper, and it answers itself : “ The unfavourableness of the econo- 
mical state which is constantly becoming more so in consequence of the increasing 
Jewish landownership.” How is that! asks the Vosthod, Where, where, at the 
present time is Jewish landownership on the increase - 

“ Show me such a dwelling ;

where a Jew, in Russia, at present, not only could increase his landownership, but 
as much as touch the land even as a tenant.

M.—Very possible they do. If you think that religion consists in not eating 
meat with milk, in “porging” legs of mutton and not poking the fire on Satur 
days, it is obviously unimportant whether you are honest and sober or not. You 
observe the ceremonial, Jaw and that lets you off the moral law. You know per 
fectly well that that has been the effect of forms in all ages and in all religions. 

E—I know nothing of the sort. And at all events you might have.th 
candour to use the indefinite article. All you have said comes to this, that forms 
are not all powerful ; they cannot prevent the knave’s knavery. But it does not 
follow that the percentage of scamps among observers is larger than among 
ee ” or indifferentists ; indeed I strongly suspect that it is considerably 
smaller. 

M.—Well, moral statistics on such a matter are not easily procurable. But 
at all events, Emmett, you will allow that the fiery attacks of reformers from 
Amos downwards upon formalists of all sorts and sizes were not without thetr 
smoke. Is there no such thing as religious hyprocisy or self-deception © aq 
a good thing, can it have a good effect upon a man’s sense of moral magnitu es, 
to think that he has done a good action, am meat to God, and 80 much to the Jae 
in the divine account against him in heaven, when he has laid his Tephillin st 
walked out on Saturday without his stick ?

E.—Brave words! But [ am always suspicious of theoretic conciuse” 
have had your *ay; 
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have mine. Say, then, that religious forms constitute the poetry ° ly of 
believers, to many indeed, nay to thousands upon thouses een the poor. 
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Grace before and after meals, the observances of the Sabbath, the preparation of 
food according to an acknowledged law, all these things illumine life with a light 
which comes from heaven and not from hell. The forms are done for God's 
slory, and through the forms religion becomes part and pareel of daily life, some- 
thing tangible and visible, a gloss and gleam upon the hard iron-grey surface of 
earthly things. Whatdo you put in their place? “The beauty of goodness.” 
« Duty for its own sake.” “ Virtue as its own reward.” Empty abstractions and 
jarren platitndes everyone ! Are these elegant phrases a help towards the higher 
life? “ The love of God” ? But you make God so distant. The forms bring him 
nigh ; he enters into homely things: our food and drink, our going and coming, 
become sanctified by his presence, for when his law is fulfilled he is near unto the 
faithful. What does it matter, you say, whether a man eats butter and meat 
together or apart ? But if he eats them together or apart for God's sake, then he 
is sa ft Py even the most every-day actions of life with the radiance of religion. 

M.—No doubt if a man is both mystic and form observer in one. But that, 
| fancy, 8 a rare combination ; at least I only know one such person, and he is 
sitting before me now, There are not many Emenutte in our community orin any 
other. You project your own purity into the coarseness around you, and 
ead your own bright faith into the commen religion of the outer world. The 
wajerity of those who obey the Dinim of the Shulehan Aruch either do 80 because 
they must, or because it pays, or because it is the custom of their fathers. And 
us for spiritual effect, 1 am sure that in ninety-nine cases out a hundred, the 
observers of the Law either do not think about it atall one way or the other, in 
which case its effect is nil, or they are bored by it, in which case the effect does 
not concern us, or they are wufted ep by it, in which case the effect is bad. You 
are an enthusiast and an exception and don't count. ‘ 

h.—You are exceedingly amiable to me, my dear Moss, but I can't help 
remembering that it is the defendant of a bad case, who abuses the plaintiff's 
attorney. [tis very ungrateful of me to say so, but your flattery seems to me 
aicommontly like that defendant's abuse, and delivered with a similar end. 

M.—Will you not allow that forms often obscure the essentials of religion? 
You will not, for example, contend that the separation of milk from meat is as 
portant an element in the Jewish religion as the practice of charity ? And yet 
who is called orthodox, the man who is charitable, or the man who keeps his meat 
apart from his milk? Why is a man called fromm,—because of the purity of his 
life, or the purity of his kitchen ? When some German reformer spoke of modern 
wthodox Judaism as a Adchen Religion, was the term so inaccurate? Indeed, 
according to your own showing, the cook should be the most pious of mortals, for 
sie is perpetually fulfilling the Law to the glory of God. 

E.—You reformers, friend Moss, are curious people. I thought it was sup- 
posed to be a part of modern toleration to adimit the good of other creeds, and 
that all men, be their religious opinions and practices what they may, can live a 
wwble life of rectitude and purity ? 

M.—Certainly it is, but what has that to do with my array of questions ? 

E.—You want to make out charity to be an exclusively Jewish virtue. 

M.—I know you are preparing a trap for me, or a loophole for yourself. But, 
is yet, | am too dense to see how it is to be done. 

E,.—Sorely a given class of objects is distinguished from other classes by the 
special and peculiar qualities it pogsesses, not by those which it shares in common 
with the other classes from which it is to be distinguished. 

M.—Agreed. Continue. 

_ E.—If then a Jew is Jewish in virtue of his charity, it follows that you con- 

sider charity a virtue peculiar to the genus Jew. But this we have already allowed 
to be intolerant beyond endurance. Therefore, a Jew can only prove his Jewish- 
iess by actions which Ae performs, but which the other sections of humanity do 
not. ‘The better and more fully he performs such actions, the purer and more 
urthodox is his Judaism. Do you follow me and confirm the reasoning ? 

M.—Emmett, you are an unmitigated sophist ; but under the circumstances, 
1 will humour you, and say “ Yes.” 

| E.—I accept the “ Yes,” and forgive the charge. Now, the ceremonial law is 
the source of those actions by which the Jew is distinguished from all other classes 
ot humanity ; the moral law, in the source of those which he shares with them in 
common, Therefore, ny dear Moss, following the argument, we must both con- 
clude that the pure or orthodox Jew is the man who observes the ceremonial law. 
Chat is all that orthodoxy, if you put belief aside, really means. The good-man 
Jew is one thing ; the orthodox Jew is another. But though a man may possibly 
be both orthodox Jewishly and yet “ heterodox” morally, no orthodox teacher has 
ever ascribed a farthing of moral and religious value to this ill-assorted combina- 
wn. Itis, you see, a question of terminology. I admit the danger, but the 
usage 1s inevitable. As to the degradation of the word fromm, which you con- 
siler so significant, it has, at all events, in the application you refer to, become a 
purely technical term, equivatent to orthodox and devoid of all moral considera- 
tion, And before making any serious deductions from its use, you would have to 
lind out its exact meaning before it became specifically Jewish. 

M.—In spite of your sophistical argument you have, I am glad to see, made 
some little admissions. Perhaps I am in honour bound to consider whether I can’t 
make any to you in exchange. I should not so much object to the forms if they 
Were not so identified with Judaism. For, in spite of logic, I know you will admit 
that aman may bea neglecter of forms and yet a good Jew. There is surely a 
Judaisin above forms, common both.to you and me. 

E.—No more admissions at present. But asto the identification of Judaism with 
the forms, let me use against you the argument which I laughed at a little while 
avo! If all Jews observed the forms, there would be an end to the identification. 
Among ourselves, at any rate, we should have to betake ourselves for distinguishing 
marks to moral differences. So, become orthodox, and your annoyance will cease. 

M.—I have been thinking, while you were speaking, if I could make any more 
dduissions. I dare say the forms sometimes do good in the ways you suggest, 
aud I should mind them far less if they were acknowledged to be purely human ; 
itis the notion that God could have ordered. man not to wear linen and woollen 
together, and not to eat milk with meat which strikes me as so horribly incongruous. 
Ubserve forms, if you please, but admit their human origin. 

..—You mean that is is stupid to believe that God can have ordered man to 
tat his meat without his butter ? 


M.—If you will not mind my saying so, that is partly what I do mean, 
although not entirely. 
beli E.—Let us deal with the “ pert ” first, my dear Moss. If it is stupid to 
- eve in the divine origin of the milk and meat command, surely it is equally 
‘pid to believe in the divine origin of the pig and lobster command ? 
hump And so itis! What an extraordinary idea of the relation between the 
sa and divine a man must have to credit the notion that God, in a circum- 
ee plot of ground, and with an audible voice, discoursed in the Hebrew 
gue with Moses upon petty questions of food and drink. 
any poet urely you must see that such an argument can be pushed to almost 
sure th; eme. What seems stupid to A may seem rational to B. Are you 80 
14t what seems rational to you may not seem stupid to another who is just a little 
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ahead of yourself ? You are, I know, a keen Theist. God, to you, must be, or 
possess, a self conscious personality But does not the ascription of personality 
or even self-consciousness, in our human sense of the words to God appear some- 
thing very akin to stupidity to many people now-a-days who look for God in 
nature, as they say, and not somewhere outside nature ? Would they not call your 
theism “mere Deism,” and stigmatize it with all sorts of half contemptuous and 
half opprobrious epithets ? If we are to give up our religious beliefs because 
somebody else thinks us stupid for believing them, we shall be running from 
pillar to post all the days of our lives. 

-—But, on the other hand, my dear Emmett, if we are not to be allowed to 
call any religious belief or practice stupid, we must also refrain from calling 
idolatry stupid. Yet the progressive religious consciousness of the civilised world 
has reached a stage at which we all agree with the prophets in stigmatising the 
worship of stones and images as stupid. And my private opinion is that the — 
same consciousness is not far off the stage in which all its members will agree 
that the ascription of a command like “ wear no woollen and linen together” to 
the direct utterance of God will also be dubbed as stupidity. But | 
told you that the stupidity of the belief in the divinity of forms is only half my 
objection to it. The other half is more important, and I think you will have 
more sympathy with it. 

E.— W hat is it ? 
M.—It is through the forms that Judaisin isso utterly put out of coart asa possible 
religion of the future. Iam enthusiastic enough not to have entirely given up all 
belief in the “ messianic” predictions of the second Isaiah. But you will never 


“enlarge your tent,” unless you first get rid of the forms. You will not get others to 


observe a Sabbath on which they may not poke the fire. Indeed, you say you do 
not want to. But what an utter farce this tall talk of modern Jewish orthodoxy 
is. The world isto become monotheistic ; it is to be saved by a formula! But 
only the Jews are to possess a religion ! 

E.—1I do not understand you. 

M.—Uh, but Emmett, none so blind as those who won't see. You say that men 
can’t get on without forms ; religion must have an embodiment, an outward 
manifestation, adress and what not. Very good. But in your messianic age you 
do not propose to extend your own embodiment, manifestation and dress to any- 
body besides yourselves. You keep all that within your own fold; the world is 
to be given the monotheistic idea, that is, a formula, et viola tout. Then how is 
the world to clothe the idea? Is it to cut out and make up itsown dress? And 
what shall be the pattern ? 

E.—I understand now. But what is the alternative ? 

M.—The alternative is so to gradually transform Judaism in both its dogma 
and its dress that it may be acceptable as a whole to peoples of every race. For 
only that religion can be permanently good and true which is suitable in both its 
spirit and its form to all the world. Andnow I must go. 

E.—Ah ! my dear Moss, it is perhaps better so ; keep your youthful enthu- 
siasm, or rather keep any enthusiasm on which you may be able to maintain a 
hold. Otherwise, I should like to ask you a few inconvenient questions as to the 
nature of that eviscerated Judaism from which the national elements have been so 
entirely withdrawn. But 1 rather suspect that you know them already. 

M.—I don't deny that the realisation of my dream is full of difficulties, but 
it is a noble ideal, and worth astruggle. While the ideal of orthodoxy —— 

E.—Hush! Remembering that both our ideals have their gaps and their 
difficulties, we ought to be more willing to recognise the elements of nobility in the 
ideal of the other side. We orthodox people are faithful toa law which we hold 
to be divine, and we leave the rest to God. You may, at least, respect our atti- 
tude, however unsatisfactory it appears to you intellectually or even religiously. 
And as to the forms, 1 bid you beware lest you help to destroy, without planting 
a bigher knowledge upon the ruins of the old. Remember the trenchant saying 
of your favourite George Eliot : “The most accursed ignorance is that which has 
no observance.” 

M.—Good-bye, then, old fellow ; we leave off pretty much where we 
started, as is the manner of most arguments. 

E.—Yes, we go our ways, you with your iconoclasms, | with my forms. 
Which is better, as Socrates said about life and death, God only knows. Good- 
bye. CU. G. MONTEFIORE.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS 


AUSTRALIA. 


Jewish ladies are certainly coming to the fore in respect to the Synagogue, 
The Day of Atonement saw a lady in the pulpit in the United States, and in Ade- 
laide the lady members of the congregation held a formal meeting during Septem- 
ber to devise means for reducing the liabilities of the synagogue. About sixty 
ladies attended the meeting, which was presided over by Mrs. L. Cohen, Mayoress 
of Adelaide. The expedient hit upon for carrying out the object which had 
called them together was a bazaar, and a Committee was appointed to carry ont 
the arrangements. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


Mr. Gunsberg, the famous English chess-player, has gained an action for 
libel in Vienna against the editor and publisher of the Deutsches Volksblatt. The 
libel was aggravated by an insulting reference to Mr. Gunsberg asa Jew. Thi 
case was first heard on the 9th of September, and the verdict, then given in his 
favour, was confirmed last week on appeal. 


BULGARIA. 


Whilst Russia is bent upon making life more and more intolerable to the 
Jews in that Empire, its quondam protégé, Bulgaria, is acting in a totally different 
spirit. Prince Ferdinand, ever since his accession to the principality, has been 
carrying into practice what during the reign of his predecessor was little more 
than a theory—the complete emancipation of the Jews. The result is.seen in the 
numerous government, military and judicial posts held by young Jews, who, after 
receiving their early instruction in the schools of the Alhance Israélite, which are 
dotted all over Bulgaria, perfected themselves at higher educational establish- 
ments in Austria and Germany. 


FRANCE. 


It is not often that one sees a Jewish prima donna playing the leading role 
in an opera based on a biblical subject. This rare spectacle is now offered to the 
Parisians at the Eden Theatre, the whilom home of gorgeous ballet and now the 
Théatre Lyrique. Here has been produced M. Saint-Saéns’s opera, “ Samson et 
Dalila,” which although written twenty years ago, is now being performed for the 
first time. The part of Dalila isplayed by Madme. Rosine Bloch, from whom 
both as actress and vocalist, it receives ample justice, 


The vacancy in the Grand Rabbinate of Paris, consequent upon the promotion 

of M. Zadoc Kahn to be Grand Rablhi of France, is to be illed up shortly. Several 
formalities will have to be completed before the new spiritual head of the Pari. 
sian Jews is actually elected. On Sunday week a ballot will take place for the 
election of delegates, who, conjointly with theConsistory of Paris, will have to 
select the new Grand Rabbi. The poll will be taken not at Synagogue Vestry 
tooms as would be the case in London, but in two public buildings. These will 
be the same as on the previous occasion, the Mairie in the Rue 
Dronot and the Conservatorium of Arts and Trades. The definite election will 
fall to the lot of the Central Consistory of France. 


HOLLAND. 


Heer Nathan Levie is the hero of a brave deed in Arnhem. At the risk of 
his own life he rescued no fewer than tive children at a fire which occurred in the 


house of a neighbour. The children were in their bedroom on the floor 
where the tire broke out. Their courageous rescuer had to pass through the 


flames and smoke before he could reach them. 


The Grand Duchess of Saxe Weimar, sister of the King of Holland, is not 
unmindful of the claims which charitable institutions in her native land have 
upon her purse. One of the recent recipients of her Royal Highness’s benefactions 
is tne Jewish Benevolent Fund in Amsterdam. 


Anti-Semitic journalism in Holland does not appear to be a profitable under- 
taking. The publisher of the 7almudjood, a newspaper appearing in an out of the 
way corner of Limburg, will shortly have to take his trial in the second action 
brought againet him for libel. 


GERMANY. 


It is gratifying to find that anti-Semitism is being discountenanced in the 
highest quarters. The Grand Duchy of Hesse has the unenviable notoriety of 
returning all the anti-Semites who have seats in the Imperial Parliament. Last 
week the Grand Duke («ho was the husband of the late Princess Alice) received 
the representatives of the Jewish community and expressed to them, as we 
state more fully elsewhere, his entire condemnation of the anti-Semitic move. 
ment, Similar assurances were subsequently given by his Royal Highness’s 
tinisters. The Government of the Grand Duchy of Baden is taking measures to 
stamp out anti-Semitism among the University students. 


Vount Moltke, who, on his 90th birthday last week, was the recipient of 
honours seldom accorded by a monarch to one of bis subjects, is a man 
entirely free from religious prejudices, and has always insisted on the equality 
of all denominations. The Jews in Germany gratefully remember that Count 
Moltke was one of the few members of the Prussian House of Lords who in May 
of the present year opposed Count Pfeil’s motion for separating the Jewish and 
Christian students in the higher public scuools. In his private and official relations 
Count Moltke never makes distinctions between Jews and Christians, and among 
his intimate acquaintances are authors and artists of the Jewish faith. Especially 
cordial is his intercourse with Dr. Karpeles, the celebrated historian, who edited 
the veteran strategist’s first work on Poland (containing references to the Jews 
which we reproduced a few years ago), and, more recently, his collective writings 
Dr. Joseph Joachim, too, is a frequent guest at Count Moltke’s house, and one of 
the old man’s greatest delights is to hear the master perform on the violin 
* Kol Nidre,” which has made a deep impression on the Count.

ANTI-SEMITISM IN GERMANY. 

The 7 Correspondent at Berlin telegraphs :—A Radical evening journal 
hears from Potsdam that the Rev. Dr. Sticker, the notorious: anti-Semite. has at 
last resigned his position as one of the Emperor's Court chaplains. The news 
wants confirmation, but it is not altogether devoid of internal probability. 
According to the same authority, Dr. Stécker is smarting under a double sense of 
disappointment at not having been asked totake the place of the Rev. Dr. Kégel, 
who has got six montlis’ leave of absence in order to restore his shattered health, 
and at the Rev. Superintendent Dryander having been appointed over his head ty 
the post of * Palace” preacher, or domestic chaplain as it might be called, to the 
Imperial family. One thing certain is that the present Eimperor lost no tim 
after ascending the throne in giving Dr. Stécker to understand that his rabid Jes 
baiting proclivities were anything but congenial to his Majesty, and ever sine 
then the aggressive Court Chaplain was supposed to be living in doubt as to how 
he should make his choice between «¢ samettre etse démetire. Te has certain! 
of late shown signs of a disposition to restrict his platform activity as an anu 
Semitic agitator, but his self-imposed fetters galled him very much, and now, i! 
rumour speaks true, he has resolved to throw them off and be again free with he 
abusive tongue. 

But whatever his present aims, his enthusiasm cannot but receive a check 
from the opinions on the subject of his pet hobby, or rather dis. pet hatred, whic 
have just been expressed by another enlightened German Sovereign, the (iran! 
Duke of Hesse. Replying through his Ministers to the representations of 4 
deputation of Jews from the chief towns within his dominions, who addressed 
hum on the subject of the growing persecution of their race, the Grand Duke sail 
he deeply regretted the existence of such a movement, and emphatically Cun- 
demned it. His Royal Highness further hoped that these odious attacks on ls 
Hebrew subjects would soon cease, a result which the more elevated of them might 
also help to bring about by inquiring into and doing all they could to remove th 
causes of complaint against the conduct and methods of some of their corel!

Subscriptions to the amount of fully £1,0)0 were promised 
at the meeting. ‘The Committee propose shortly issuing an appeal to the general 
community, and they hope the response will be such as will enabie them to open 
the building free from debt.

The 
boy in the 5th Standard, Barnett Abelson, son of the Rev. A. Abelson, is a very 
promising lad.”

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A JUDEO-MOSLEM PIRATE. 


BY M. ADLER, B.A. 


Although rare, the conversion of Jews to Mohammedanisia Crops up in history 
often with startling surrounding circumstances. The oy of the arch 
impostor and pseudo-Messiah, Sabbatai Zevi and many of his ile uded followers 
will at once recur to the mind. Nor are we wanting an instance in the present 
day in the person of the wayward Emin Pasha. In the “ Barbary Corsairs” a 
volume of the series of “ The Story of the Nations,” mention is made of one 
“Sinan Reis, the Jew of Smyrna, who was suspected of black arts because he 
could take a declination with the crossbow.” He was an intimate friend and 
ally of the renowned pirate Barbarossa, and assisted him in his battles against 
Charles V. Emperor of Spain, and the famous Adiniral Doria. In 1534, he barely 
escaped with his life when Tunis was captured by the Christians, In revenge for 
this. he sailed away with a small fleet of his own and captured Tripoli. He rose 
to high rank, and “was made a Pasha. On one occasion, a \ ital question of war 
was being discussed in the council of Barbarossa, and Sinan Reis (7.¢. Captain) 
ventured to oppose his chief. Barbarossa continued to argue in favour of his 
point, when Sinan (Hebraice Simeon 7) coolly replied, “Sir, your opinion is no 
doubt an excellent one, but still I think mine is better.” In 1552, he was employed 
a# a privateersinan by the Ottoman monarch, Suleyman, to sail to India to attack 
the Portuguese. He was, however, delayed, and died next year, just as his galleys 
were about to set out. He was buried at Scutari in great pomp, and an elegy was 
written upon him, in which it was said, “ To his friends, Sinan was another 
Joseph, to his enemies he was a deadly dart. 

The enmity of this Turkish corsair against the Christians may have been 
embittered by the fact of the expulsion of the Jews in 1492 and 1498 from Spain 
and Portugal. when many of his erstwhile co-religionists emigrated to Turkey, 
His knowledge of astrology is spoken of by all the chroniclers. This will not 
surprise anyone acquainted with the history of scrence aiionge the Jews. The 
ceremony of abjuration of faith is thus described by a priest who visited Algiers 
in 1828. * The Jew was first to eat a piece of swine’s flesh, and then to pronounce 
ulone the word Issaha}, which meant Jesus is the true Messiah. Then raising 
his hands to the sky, he was to exclaim Allah (God) is the one true Allah, and 
Mahomet is his prophet. Whether Sinan of Symrna, who was also nick-named 
Chefout. the Intidel, went through this performance it is impossible to tell. He 
may have done a good turn for lis whilom brethren, for we find another pirate, 
Salah Reis, who always accompanied Sinan in his plundering expeditions, dealing 
kindly with the Jews of his Pashalik. On one occasion he had the misfortune to 
lose his son, who was captured by the implacable foes of the Barbary Corsairs, the 
Knights of Malta, and sent to Elba asa slave. Being detained at Suez, he asked 
is ally, Khevr ed-din- Barbarossa, to make an attempt to rescue the lac, The 
bold pirate stopped his whole tleet at Elba, and demanded the surrender of 
Sinan’s son. This was refused, and after laying the island in ruins, he carried off 
the lad to his father’s arms. This act shows that Sinan was very intimate with 
his great leader, and thus, as in many of the world’s most important achievements 

a Jew played a part in the maritime wars against Charles V. 


THE Jews IN Rvussta.—To protest agairst the persecution of Jewsin Russia 
a meeting, convened by the International Working Meu’s Club, was announced to 
have been held on Saturday afternoon at the Great Assembly Hall io the Mile End 
Road. Owing, however, to representations made to Mr. F. N. Charrington, L.C.C., 
the proprietor of the hall, that gentleman felt it to be his duty to telegraph ou 
the previous Thursday to the conveners of the meeting in the following terms : 
‘Meeting cancelled. Dr. Adler repudiates your action.” Nothwithstanding this 
communication, it was determined to hold an open air meeting on the waste land 
outside the hall in the Mile End Road, and here tbe re assembled on Saturday afternoon 
a few speakers, among whom were Mr.W, Morris, Dr. and Mrs. Aveling, and Stepniak 
_—representative for the most part of extreme Socialistic thought—and an audience 
of about a thousand persons. The speeches, which were chiefly devoted to attacks 
of a severe and bitterly personal character upon Dr. Adler, Mr. 8. Montagu, M.P., 
and Mr. F. N. Charrington, for their alleged particip:ticn in the “ boycotting” of 
the meeting were made from a van which did duty as an improvised platform. Mr. 
J. Beal, L.C.C., actedas Chairman. Dr. Aveling said the Assembly Hall bad been 
closed against a bona fide meeting of English and foreign working men by the 
orders of Mr. F. N. Charrington, Dr. Adler, and Mr. S. Montagu, M.P. Had that 
meeting been beld they intended to have submitted the following resolution : 
* That this mass meeting views with the utmost abhorence the inhuman treatment 
and wholesale persecution dealt out to the Jews in Russia by the Russian Govern- 
nent, and expresses ite protest against the Russian authorities for diegracing the 
civilization of the 19th century by euch iniquitous, barbarous and unjust actions.” 
They had determined, however, not to put that resolation that afternoon, first, becavsa 
they bad another strong resolution to put in condemnation of these middle-class 
meu who were afraid to let the working wen speak out in their halls, and secondly, 
because they intended that that resolution should and would be put pretty soon 
indoors in the East of London. The resolution to which he referred and which he 
asked them to pass unanimously was as follows: “That this meeting protests 
against the unmanly and cowardly action of the representatives of the Anglo- 
Jewish community in procuring the ‘ boycott’ of the proposed meeting at the last 
moment, with regard to the hall promised to the conveners aud publicly advertised.”’ 
s Socialists he said, they were determined to protest against persecution anywhere 
a id anybow, and more especially to repudiate the action of certain middle-class 
.sdividuals in having darea to presume to speak in the name of the working classes. 
Don't let them forget, when they had to do with either Mr. Charrington, Mr. 
Montagu, M.P., or the Acting Chief Rabbi, in future, to remind them of the insult 
‘that had been offered to them and their class that afternoon, and let them always 
remember that a time of rckoning would come. Mr. W. Morris, who seconded 
the resolution, suggested a vote of thanks should be passed to Dr. Adler, Mr. Mon- 
tagu, M.P..and Mr. Charrington for their action which had resulted in a meeting 
being held in the open air since it showed the people more forcibly than 
ever the wide difference existing between those who worked and 
those who lived upon their work. Then came Stepniak. He was 
very heartily received, and in the course of a brief but pointed speech 
eaid he wes proud to stand there as one of the representatives of the Russian revyol- 
ution in which many a Jewish youth had taken a prominent part and had dieda 
martyr to the cause of freedom. The laws existing against the Jews in Russia at 
the present time were of the most obnoxious and unbearable character and would 
not be tolerated for a sitgle day in any other country. While frankly ad mitiing 
that probably the leaders of the Jewish community had, in closing the hall against 
that meeting been actuat d by the best of intentions—probably thinking that the 
meeting would aggravate the relations already existing: between the Russian Govern- 
ment and the Jews—he warned them that nothing was to be gained from the Ru-sian 
Government by subservience, and expreesed the belief that on the contrary, such 
meetings would lead to a better understanding between the two nations. Mrs 
Aveling in an impassioned speech protested against the action of Mr. Charrington 
and Dr. Adler. Uther speakers followed and the meeting closed with the passing 
the resolution.
